REAL DEMOCRATIC 
SPEECH

CLARKSBURG, W. Va., Aug. 11.-— 
“With joyful predictions” as to the 
outcome of the November election, 
John W. Davis accepted the demo- 
cratic nomination fcr president in a 
truly democratic speech tonight. The 
party leaders gathered from far and 
near for the occasion, declared it a 
great speech, a Jeffersonian speech, 2 
Cleveland speech. 

It was forceful ana vigorous, well 
balanced and even tempered. The 
speech omitted mention of the Ku 
‘Klux Klan, but condemned religiou 
or racial intolerance or organizations 
taking the law in their own hands. 
‘He promised that no question of ;e- 
Ngious or racial importance wouid 
be permitted to enter into the demo- 
cratic administration of the govern- 
ment.

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STRONG FOR ECONOMY 


“I am for economy. After that | am for more economy. We 
must give the people relief from the excessive burden of taxation.” 
How resolutely President Coolidge meant every word of that state- 
ment has been demonstrated by the vigor with which he already has 
swung the ax. 

When public officials recognize that taxes are excessive the tax- 
ayer can begin to have real hope. When he sees the national debt 
reduced by approximately a billion dollars a year, as.has been done 
the last three. years, bringing interest payments down $120,000,- 
000 annually, he may begin to feel assurance that governmental fi- 
nances can be handled successfully when public officials are deter 
mined so to handle them. 

The reduction in the income tax effected at the last session of 
Congress is the beginning of the downward movement, if President 
Coolidge has his own way about it. He has given notice that the 
national payroll must be cut. Those who realize most clearly that 

* he means what he says are the departments at Washington. They 
were given direct, unmistakable warning that the president's vigor” 
ous retrenchment policy must be carried out whole-heartedly and 
those not sympathetically inclined toward his effort have been ad- 


gress. He has informed his departmental chieftains that income and 
outgo are such that their appropriation budgets must not total more 
than a certain sum. His veto power will be exercised to compel 
Congress to co-operate in the economy program. 

The customary method of Congress has been to make appro- 
priations first and provide the revenue afterward. President Coolidge 
has definitely established a budget system in which is measured in- 
come at the same time that outlay is considered. 

Steadiness in governmental financing has encouraged the surge 
upward of liberty bond prices. The recent buying of these securi- 
tics has been largely by banks in the agricultural districts through 
their New York correspondents. The upturn in farm prices that aided 
greatly in this develogment added more than $1,000,000,000 to the 
value of the nation’s crops in two months. ; 

It would appear that Uncle Sam has his affairs in stabilized and 
satisfactory shape and that it is imperative that they be kept so. 

To make a change in the national administration at this time, to 
launch the country on an adventure such as the La Follette candidacy 
signifies, ‘can be neither sound nor safe. 

It is the stability that Coolidge has helped to give to the na- 
tional government on which genuine progress can be founced. Un-

5,000,000 Now 
In California 


(By Universal Service) 
SACRAMENTO, Aug. 11.—Based on 
the increase in school attendance fig- 


[ ures, the population of California is 


fast approaching or has now passed 
the 5,000,000 mark, according to an 
estimate given out teday iby A. R. 
Heron, assistant superintendent of 
public instruction. 

The actual population, as indicated 
by the school figures on July 1, was 
4,800,000, an increase of 1,370,000 
Since the federal census of 1920. 
cr over 300,000 greater than the total 
increase from 1910 to 1920. 

Los Angeles county showed an in- 
crease of 90 per cent in the ele- 
mentary school attendance and 10 
per cent in the. secondary schools, 
indicating a population for ‘the city 
ef 1,100,000 and for the county ot 
1,800,000. 

San Francisco’s increase in the ele- 
mentary schools was 41-2 per cent 
and 76 per cent in the secondary 
schools during this period. 

The increase, Heron said, was gen- 
eral throughout the state.
